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Doctors rejected 
turning off Mandela

JOHANNESBURG (AFP) - 
Nelson MaudNa's doctors have 
rejected liieidea of turning off 
the ailing icon's life support 
unless be suffers massive 
organ failure, a close family 
friend told AFP Friday. 

Deius Goldberg -- an anU- 
apartheid activist who has been 
Mandela's friend for more tlian 
half a century -- said the issue 
of turning off life support was 
discussed and ulinnately dis¬ 
missed. 

“1 was told the matter had 


been raised and the doctors 
said they would only consider 
such a situation if there was a 
genuine state of organ failure," 
Goldberg said 

"Since that hasn't occuiTed 
they were quite prepared to go 
on stabilising him until he re¬ 
covers " 

The SO-year-old Goldberg 
was convicted along with 
Mandela in 19d4 fortlieir figlit 
against wlnte-ininonty rule. 

He viated the former presi¬ 
dent in hospital on Monday. 

A court document filed by a 
lawyer for Mandela's family 
nine days ago stated the 94- 
y ear-old was "assisted in 
breatiiing by a life support ma- 
clnne.'' 

"The Mandela family have 
been advised by the medical 
practitioners that lus life sup¬ 
port machine should be 
switched off," the court filing 
read 

" P^.ather tliaii prolonging Ins 
suffering, the Mandela famly 
IS exploring this option as a 
very real probability"

She kept her au¬ 
dience quite well entertained 
for two hours, in two lan¬ 
guages, with journalist Ri¬ 
cardo Pineda of Panorama 
newspaper out of Maracaibo, 
acting as moderator 

Mana's career began at a 


young age. winning beauty 
pageants and becoming a 
popular model after garner¬ 
ing the title of Miss Teenage 
World at 15. She studied bd- 
let, piano, and voice firom file 
age of three, but truly blos¬ 
somed publicly as a per¬ 
former in Venezuela. She 
regrets not keeping up with 
her music lessons, but admits 
"I was always a rebel and 
very independent and stub¬ 
born, and sometimes it isn't 
always nice to be like fiiat. it 
prevents you firom learning a 
lot. being stubborn." 

However, she expressed 
that when she won all those 
pageants, "it was not because 
I was file prettiest, there were 
certainly ofiiers fiisre fiiat were 
prettier than me. I believe it 
was because of my personal¬ 
ity. My mother always said to 


me there IS nothing 
more important in a 
person's life fiian 
their personality. 
No one can com¬ 
pete wifii fiiat "You 
will always find 
someone prettier 
than you, younger 
than you, with a 
better body, so for¬ 
get about fiiat, it is 
not so important in 
hfe.'

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Minister of Labor: Working 
overtime ought to be an 
exception rather than a 
rule 


Witli tlie cJiaiiges in tlie labor 
laws whidi took effect as of 
April 1st of this year, the 
g 0 vemment intro due e d mo d - 
ermzatian in our Labor Ordi¬ 
nance. 

The objective of the Labor 
Ordinance is the application 
of flexibility for rules regard¬ 
ing working conditions with 
respect to working hours, 
breaks and festive days 

With respect to "over¬ 
time” it was decided to intro¬ 
duce a change in this and 
regulate the ainonnt of over¬ 
time compensation dunng 
festive days, and breaks. This 
will take effect as of January 
1st, 2014. 

Previously an employee 
was entitled to overtime com- 
pensabon up to a maximum 
of 20D% (art. 22 Old Labor 
Ordinance). 

Overtime ruling after 
April 1st, 2013 introduces 
different categones for over¬ 
time, which can reach a max¬ 
imum of 250% (art. 16 AV 
2013). 

This labor change entails 
that from tlie moment an em¬ 
ployee works overtime, he is 
immediately entitled to 5D% 
additional compensation on Ins 
salary. Depending on the day 
or hour on which tlie employee 


puts in overtime, tlie employee 
could receive between 75%, 
100% or 150% extra compen¬ 
sation on his salary. In tlie 
event an employee worked 
dunng their break, they have 
tlie right to 175% compensa¬ 
tion on tiieir salary. 

In the case of a shift em¬ 
ployee who works on festive 
days, the compensation for 
overtinie could accumulate to 
a maximum o f 25 0%. 

Tlie main reason for these 
changes m tlie Labor Law ac¬ 
cording to the Mimster is to 
compensate the employee 
who made an extra effort to 
work dunng their break or on 
holidays 

But it is very important die 
Minister added, to bear in 
mind dial working overtime 
ought not to be a rule, but 
rather an exception In order 
to avoid an employer from 
requesting the same em¬ 
ployee to work overtinie con¬ 
tinually, the government has 
increased the compensation 
percentage for overtime in 
certain cases. 

According to the Minister, 
if an employee is happy 
where he works, he will be 
more productive and tins will 
result in the success of tlie 
company and tlie employer.

A fiiend's invitation to join 
limi at a Holl 3 rwood party re¬ 
sulted 111 her slaying to pursue 
her acting career. Manais one 
of a very small handful of 
Latin actresses who estab¬ 
lished themselves in the U.S. 
film industry, aud it had its 
fin .1 strati oils "I don't mind 
playing a maid or a prosti¬ 
tute," she commented, "if in 
the next movie I gel to play a 
doctor or sometlung tliat is not 
a stereotype. In those days, 
there was not much variety to 
the parts offered to Hispanic 
women. I do believe, until a 
few others, like Soma Braga^ 
we helped to biing about the 
change tlial was needed, we 
fought for tills." 

Maria's Hollywood film 
career took off since her U S . 
debut, cast opposite Robin 
Williams 111 "Moscow on the 
Hudson," playing his Italian 
love interest. "I was so ex¬ 
cited, I was a big fan of his 
from "Mork & Mindy." I 
trained for tlie first audition, 
hiring a coach to teach me an 
Italian accent, and whenever 
I said sometlung, Paul 
Mazursky practically fell on 
the floor laughing. My lines 
weren't really that fimny, but 
he thouglit I was hysterical.' 

"Tliey had P^.obin and I 
play off each other while de¬ 
ciding wlietlier to g:ive me the 
part, and we immediately got 
along and had a wonderful 
chemistry," she recalls. 
"Robin IS the most humble 
and gentle actor, man and 
human being you can imag¬ 
ine. I llunk he 13 a genius in 
comedy; he is very shy, so 
the way he hides it is by 
being funny and out there." 

Tins was her first real au¬ 
dition for a film, a process 
she revealed she absolutely 
hated " Auditions are disgust¬ 
ing," Mana told tlie audience. 
"Most of the movies I have 
played in, it has been because 
they were offered to me. Re¬ 
ally, Ihaven'thadto audition 
much, after that, not more 
than twice a year, but still, I 
hate it. I might even not go 
for a part if I have to. It is 
something tliat shouldn't be 
in my mind, but it is." 

"The tiling about audition¬ 
ing, is that an actor has to re¬ 
alize that it has notlnng to do 
witli your talent, it all de¬ 
pends on whether you are 
right for the part, have tlie 
n gilt look We may re aliz e it, 
but we still feel as it if it is 
about our acting, even tliough 
we know it isn't." She re¬ 
called how she became so 
close to being a Bond Girl, 
but was going through a 
phase of wislung to down¬ 
play the "Sexy Latin Bomb¬ 
shell" image, which was

exactly what the producers 
were looking for In her life 
generally, and wlule attend¬ 
ing prospective part inter¬ 
views, "I was dressing like a 
luppy, in long baggy dresses, 
and this was not what they 
wanted to see, and it cost me 
the part " She said in Holly¬ 
wood, you always have to 
think about keeping up the 
image. 

Maria revealed she haled 
when another actress dubs 
over her voice m Spamsh 
when her English films play 
in Latin America, and would 
happily do it. When asked 
who was tlie best kisser in all 
her love scenes, she admitted, 
"I forgot...but I did teach 
Arnold Schwarzenegger to 
kiss, (as his co-star in "Tlie 
Fumning Man.) At first he 
was terrible; so uptight. I said 
"Arnold, what is my name?" 
and he answered "Mana."’ 
And then I asked, 'What is 
your wife's name?' Again, he 
said, "Mana.' 'So," I told 
him, "just pretend you are 
kissing your wife and kiss me 
like you are kissing her."' 
Then he turned out to be a 
pretty good kisser.' She con¬ 
siders herself very fortunate 
to not have had to work or do 
a love scene with someone 
she truly disliked. "I have 
heard homble stones-people 
tliat stink...re ally I Others 
are very 'macho"’ and treat 
you rudely...! have been 
lucky I have done about 50 


movies, and I have loved 
doing all of them." 

After many amusing and 
informative anecdotes and in¬ 
sights about her long career, 
she advised young aspiring 
actors and acti'esses in the au¬ 
dience to not give up or be 
afraid to "pul yourselves out 
there And don't set your¬ 
selves time limits..." I will get 
a movie part by such and 
such a date, or give up." 
Don't give up, don't put pres¬ 
sure on yourselves that way, 
you will get very nervous." 
She cited her recently com¬ 
pleted newest project, "Re¬ 
turn to Babylon,' in wliich 
she plays Lupe Velez, and 
produced, as an example. "It 
took us seven years to com¬ 
plete tins film, and it is a 
silent film in black and wlnte. 
When "Tire Artist" won an 
Oscar a couple of years ago, 
we were finally able to get 
the interest and backing we 
needed to see it made." 

"Also, a strong family 
bond is important. My film 
"Return to Babylon," is about 
how Hollywood can destroy 
you if you don't have these 
values of family to sustain 
you. Many of the characters, 
real-life figures of tlie silent 
era and the 40's and 50's, 
were highly successful at one 
pomt, but their lives end trag¬ 
ically; mine committed sui¬ 
cide. The Hollywood power 
can do that to you, if you 
don't have a strong, family- 
oriented environment grow¬ 
ing up. Hollywood is very 
hard It can make you feel as 
if you aren't worth any tiling, 
if you allow them to." 

Despite battling a debili¬ 
tating cold, Mana delivered 
a vivacious, animated two 
hours about her long career 
punctuated with "belund the 
scenes" anecdotes about Hol¬ 
lywood and the many person¬ 
alties she has known and 
worked with. Afterwards, she 
graciously posed for photos 
witil the audience.

Mother of slain Florida teen testifies as case closes 


MIAMI (AFP) - Tlie motlier 
of Travyan Martin tesli&ed 
that her son could be heard 
screaming in a harrowing 9 11 
call as prosecutors in the 
racially charged trial in 
Flonda wrapped up tlieir case 
on Friday. 

Testi^ng in the murder 
tnal of neighborhood watch 
volunteer George Zimmer¬ 
man, Sybnna Fulton told tlie 
court the screams heard on 
the recorded call to police 
were those of her unanned

Cousin marriage' doubles gene risk 
for babies: study 


PARIS (AFP) - First cousins 
who many run twice the risk 
of having a child with genetic 
abiiGimalities, according to the 
findings of a study in the Eng¬ 
lish city of Bradford, puhbshed 
Friday in The Lancet. 

The city winch has a higli 
proportion of Soutli Asian im¬ 
migrants and their descendants 
among its population, served 
as a microcosm for examimng 
the risk of blood relative cou¬ 
plings. 

About 37 percent of mai'- 
nages among people of Pak¬ 
istani on gin in the study 
involved first cousins, com¬ 
pared to less tlian one percent 
of “Bntisli muons", said die re¬ 
searchers. 

University of Leeds investi¬ 
gator Eamonn Sheridan led a 
team diat pored over data firom 
the "Born in Bradford* study, 
which tracks the health of 
13,500 babies bom at tlie city's 
main hospital between 2007 
and 2011. 

Out of 11,396 babies for 


who m family detail s were 
known, IS percent were the 
offspring of first-cousin 
unions, mainly among people 
0 f Palnstam heritage 

A total of 336 babies -- tluee 
percent -- were bom with 
anomalies ranging fi'om prob¬ 
lems in the nervous, respira- 
loiy and digestive systems, to 
urinary and gemtal defects aid 
cleft palates 

This Bradford rate was 
nearly twice the national aver¬ 
age, saddle study. 

Other factors blamed for ge¬ 
netic flaws, such as alcohol 
consmiiption, smoking aid so¬

"Thii1y-one percent of aU 
anomalies in children of Pak¬ 
istan origin could be attributed 
to consaii^umty* or marriage 
between first cousms, said the 
study. 

The authors say theirs was 
the first study to delve into the 
causes of congenital abnomial- 
ibes m a broad p opulahon. 


Co-re searcher Neil Small 
sad that in absolute terms, the 
nsk fi'om consanguineous mar¬ 
riage was still small.

Scientists create 'human liver' from 


stem cells 


PARIS (AFP) - Sdentist!; in 
Japan sad this week they had 
gi'DWJi hiunan liver tissue from 
stem cells m a first that holds 
promise for alleviating the icrit- 
ical shortage of donor oigans. 

Cre atm g 1 ab - grown ti ssu e to 
replenish organs damaged by 
accident or disease is a Holy 
Grail for the pioneering field 
of research into tlie premature 
cells known as stem cells. 

N 0 w Tak an on Tak eb e o f tlie 
Yokohama City University 


Graduate School of Medicme 
and a team report m the jour¬ 
nal Nature that they gi'ew tis¬ 
sue “resembling the (liuman) 
adult liver" in a lab mouse. 

They first created induced 
pluripotent stem (iPS) cells 
which they mixed with other 
cell types and coazed into 
"liver buds* -- the precursor 
clusters that develop into a 
liver. 

Tlie buds, each about five 
millimetres (D 2 inches) big. 


were then transplanted onto a 
mouse brain, where itiey were 
observed transforming mto a 
“functional human liver“ com¬ 
plete with blood vessels, the 
sdenlists wrote. 

The technique has yet to be 
tested in humans, but selves as 
an imp o rtant pro o f o f c one ept, 
it added. 

Stem cells are infant cells 
that can develop mto any part 
of the body. 

Until a few years ago, when 


iPS cells were created, the 
only way to obtain stem cells 
was to halve St them fi'om 
human embryos. 

Tills IS controversial because 
it requires the destruction of 
tlie embryo, a process to winch 
religious conservatives and 
others object. 

iPS cells are easily-obtam¬ 
able mature cells that we “re¬ 
programmed" into a versatile, 
primitive state fi'om where 
they can develop into any kind 


of cell in the body. 

Takebe told a press confer¬ 
ence ahead of the report's re¬ 
lease that the man-made liver 
was obseived through a re¬ 
placement glass skull that was 
fitted around the mouse's 
bram.

SoftBank had targeted Sprint 
as a way to gam entiy into the 
hot US telecom mailcet. Buttlie 
Japanese company's efforts ran 
into competition from Dish 
Network, wbch forced Soft- 
Bank to iTkicrease its offer by 
$1.6 bilhon from the oiigmal 
$20 billion proposal.

Commodities hit by strong ddliar;

LONDON (AFP) - Commod¬ 
ity prices tumbled on Fnday as 
tlie dollai' firmed in response to 
better-than-expected US jobs 
data and expectations of low 
European interest rates for 
some time yet. 

Many raw materials man¬ 
aged to still rise over tlie week, 
however, and oil futures soared 
on unrest in Egypt. 

The United States added a 
b etter-th an -exp ecte d 19 5,0 Q D 
jobs in June, wlnle job growtli 
111 prior months was revised 
Inkier, official data revealed on 
Friday 

Analysts, whose consensus 
forecast had been for a gam of 
16d,.000 jobs, said the June fig¬ 
ures signalled that the Federal 
Reserve could begin scaling 
down its $SS-billion-a-mDnth 
bond-huymg scheme sooner 
rather tlian later. 

Friday's jobs data supported 
the dollar; which makes com¬ 
modities piiced in the US unit 
more expensive for buyers 
holding weaker currencies, 
denting demand for raw mate¬ 
rials such as metals and crude 
oil. 


‘Copper prices and gold 
pnees have been absolutely 
crushed today m the wake of 
the resurgent US dollar," said 
Michael Hews on, senior ana¬

Brazil announces $6.65 bn spending 
cut 


BRASILIA (AFP) - Brazil said 
Friday it will immediately cut 
gov ernment sp endm g by $ 6.6 5 
billion to balance tlie budget 
and aclneve the goal of a pn- 
maiy fiscal surplus of 2.3 per¬ 
cent of GDP. 

“Imtially, the cut will 
amount to $15 billion reals 
($6.65 hiUion at the current ex¬ 
change rate), but we will see 
duiiiig tlie year if new cuts are 
needed," Finance Minister 
Guido Mantegatold Globo tel¬ 


evision. 

Tlie announcement was 
meant to reassure financial 
markets by signaling that 
Brasilia can maintain fiscal 
di sap line. 

"Tlie important thing is to 
meet the target of 2.3 percent 
Tills target will be met what¬ 
ever tlie cost," Mantega said. 

Tlie fiscal surplus corre¬ 
sponds to savings in public 
spending aimed at paying in¬ 
terest on the debt. 


The cuts will be outlined in 
detail next week, said Man¬ 
tega, who added that they will 
not affect ''operating costs, m- 
vestment and tlie government's 
social pro grams." 

Brazil, winch has seen two 
years of weak economic 
growth and rising inflation, 
was rocked by weeks of mass 
protests last montli as altzens 
demanded better public ser\.f- 
ices and an end to rfonpant cor¬ 
ruption.

Like hex, Catherine, viiose 
titleisDuchessofC arnhrid ge, 
pays rnformal visrts to sick 
clnldren and backs addiction 
chanties, like Diana, she is a 
fasluon trendsetter whose 
choices of dress often prompt 
a rush on stores.

LONDON (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic believ&E his flair for 
tlie dramatic at Grand Slams 
will prove crucial when it 
comes to Sunday's Wimbledon 
final after he battled past Juan 
Martin del Potro in a record- 
setting semi-final on Friday. 

Tlie world number one 
clinched an epic 7-5, 4-l3, 7-d 
(7/]), 6-7 (6f2), d-3 win over 
tlie Ai'gentine m the longest 
Wimbledon semi-final in his¬ 
tory to move into his 11th 
Grand Slam title match. 

Over four hours and 43 min¬ 
utes, ok 0 vi c squ andered two 
match points m the fourtli set 
tiebreak before going onto seal 
a final clash against either 
Bntish second seed Andy Mur¬ 


ray, die runner-up last yeai; or 
Polish 24 th seeded Jerzy 
Janowicz. 

The top-seeded Serb, bidding 
for a seveiitli Grand Slam 
crown, fired 22 aces and SO 
winners against the luckless 
Del Potro, tire 2009 US Open 
champion. 

Fnday's win represented the 
seventh time in tlie liis last 
eight majors that he has taken 
centi'e stage in a marathon five- 
set match. 

At the French Open semi¬ 
final last month, he lost in five 
sets to P.afael Nadal wlule also 
being pushed all tlie way by 


Stanislas Wawrinka in tlie 
fourth round at tlie Australian 
Open. 

He played a five-set final m 
defeat to Andy Murray m New 
York last year, two marathons 
at Roland Gari'os against An¬ 
dreas Seppi and Jo-Wilfiied 
Tsoiiga after starting 2D 12 witli 
Ins record 5hr S3miji final tri¬ 
umph over Nadai in Austi'alia. 

His sequence began at tlie 
2011 US Open in his setm-final 
win over Roger Federer 

"IVe had some epic matches 
in my cai'eer and some long 
five setters. Especially the one 
tliat stands out is tlie final witli 
Nadal at the Australian Open 
last year. It went for six hour's," 
said Djokovic 


"'But I have the expenence of 
playing long matches, and I 
know that I have been pushed 
to the limit today as my oppo¬ 
nent was also 

“It was one of tlie most 
tlirilliiig matches that I have 
ever played, especially here in 
Wimbledon " 

Djokovic said he was disap¬ 
pointed that he hadn't settled 
the match witli Del Potro in the 
fourth set when he had match 
points.

Max Suena said Luna Rossa 
will not take to tlie San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay on Sunday for the 
hrst scheduled race, against 
Emirates Team Mew Zealand, 
if the international jury is still 
pondenng objections filed by 
both teams. 

“The main reason we are not 
ra'Cuig on Sunday is a principle 
concept; not to accept what is 
being done," Siiena said at a 
press conference with other 
skippers and regatta director 
Iain Muiray. 

But Sirena went on to say 
tiiat Luna Rossa was at the 34tli 
America's Cup to race and 
would likely take paid m the 
event even if tlie jury doesn't 
back Ins team's protest in a de¬ 
cision expected to be handed 
down on Monday. 

“If you don't turn up, you 
dont win races, and you don't 
get points, and you don't win 
tlie America's Cup,** Murray 
said when asked about the boy¬ 
cott. 

Team Mew Zealand and 
Luna Rossa, scheduled to duel 
in tlie first race of the Louis 
’'Autton Cup, contend that Mur¬ 
ray exceeded his authority in 
some of tlie 37 safety mle pro¬ 
posals in die wake of British 
sail or Andrew Simpson's deatli 
111 May. 

“Whether Luna Rossa de¬ 
cides to race or not, we will be 
out diere/ Mew Zealand team 
skipper Dean Barker promised 

If Luna Rossa doesn't show 
up Sunday die New Zealand 
team will need just to sail the 
cours e to win a p oint in the b at- 
de for the ngilt to lake on de¬ 
fenders Oracle Team USA m 
die Amenca's Cup finals in 
September. 

Simpson died in a training 
accident in which die AC73 
catamaian of Swedish syndi¬ 
cate Artemis Pta'Cmg cap axed, 
and Murray has held firm that 
mle changes aimed at prevent¬ 
ing another such tragedy were 
within his authonty. 

Aitemis will miss eaily 
rounds of raciiig as it recovers 
fiom the accident. 

A huge support team is work¬ 
ing "nigfit and day“ at the 
Artemis base in a fomier US 
Naval Air Station on the island 
city of Alameda across die bay 
from San Francisco, according 
to skipper Iain Percy.
